POTUS TRIES TO WALK TIGHTROPE ON POLICING, GUN CONTROL IN SPEECH

President Obama returned to his hometown 
Tuesday to seek law-enforcement help to 
curb gun violence, an acute problem that has 
plagued Chicago and its international reputa- 
tion for years. 

But in speaking to the International As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police at McCormick 
Place, Obama scaled back from the potential 
use of executive action to further gun control 
against a Republican-led Congress. Instead, 
the president issued a renewed call for federal 
action to increase and tighten background 
checks of gun buyers and increase coordina- 
tion of background information among all 
agencies— steps aimed at curbing inconsis- 
tencies in a patchwork of state gun laws. 

Obama’s call to action from the law- 
enforcement community comes as his ad- 
ministration has worked to provide a model 
strategy for police and community relations 
following high-profile cases, including deaths, 
that stirred public complaints of overly ag- 
gressive policing. 

Still, Mayor Emanuel and FBI Director 
James Comey have said in recent days that 
the new scrutiny of police actions may be pre- 
venting some officers from exercising their

duties — a theory the White House rejects. 

Obama sought to assure the law-enforce- 
ment community that he supported their 
efforts to curb crime and said his administra- 
tion is trying to provide the tools they need. 

“Every day you risk your lives so that the rest 
of us don’t have to,” he said. “Tbu serve and pro- 
tect to provide the security so many Americans 
take for granted. And by the way your families 
serve alongside you. And as you serve, America 
places very high expectations on you.” 

The president blamed media’s drive for rat- 
ings, social media and political rhetoric for 
creating a false perception that violent crime 
is increasing across the nation and that police 


have become too aggressive. 

“I reject any narrative that seeks to divide 
police and communities that they serve. I 
reject a storyline that says when it comes to 
public safety there’s an us and a them,” he said. 

In reality, Obama said, data so far show 
overall violent crime rates across the nation 
are about as low as last year and significantly 
lower than in previous decades. 

But Obama also acknowledged, “It is true 
that in some cities, including here in my 
hometown of Chicago, gun violence and ho- 
micides have spiked, and in some cases they 
have spiked significantly” 

Obama offered three keys during his ad- 
dress: “Making sure you’ve got the resources 
you need to get the job done. Second, crimi- 
nal justice reforms that will make the system 
smarter and fairer. And third, reducing the 
risks your officers face in the field with com- 
mon-sense gun-safety reforms.” 

He added, “We need to start by supporting 
you, the men and women who walk that thin 
blue line.” 

But Obama also said law enforcement must 
be accountable. 

“Our divides are not as deep as some are 
suggesting. I don’t know anybody in the 


community that doesn’t want strong and ef- 
fective law enforcement,” he said. “The ques- 
tion is, how do we bridge these issues?” 

Obama touted the work of Emanuel, his 
former chief of staff, and the Chicago Police 
Department for forming new policies and 
working with local ministers and residents to 
encourage more community cooperation. 

As for the issue of aggressive policing, 
Obama likened individual officers who take in- 
appropriate action “to politicians who do stu- 
pid things. There’s no profession that doesn’t 
have people who sometimes screw up.” 

Thirty-five minutes into a more than 
50 -minute speech, Obama broached the topic 
of guns and gun control. 

“In states with high gun ownership, police 
officers are three times more likely to be mur- 
dered than in states with low gun ownership. 
So you know, more guns on the street do not 
make you or your community safer,” he said. 

Obama acknowledged opponents of gun 
control pointed to Chicago’s once-tough 
firearm laws as an example. In pushing for 
uniform federal background checks, he said 
Chicago police statistics show 60 percent of 
guns recovered from crimes come from out- 
side Illinois.

In a recent survey by 
Rent.com, an apart- 
ment listing website, 

88 percent of property 
managers said rents 
increased over the past 
12 months. Looking 
ahead to next year, 

68 percent said they ex- 
pect rents to climb by an average of 8 percent. 

The number of available apartments has 
not kept up with demand. According to the 
latest U.S. census data, the national vacancy 
rate for rentals dipped to 6.8 percent from 
April to June, the lowest level since 1989. 

“Until the rental housing supply catches up 
with demand, we’ll continue to see this tight, 
really tough market for renters,” said Niccole 
Schreck, senior brand manager at Rent.com. 

To improve your odds of finding a place 
you can afford, consider these tips. 

Search in the offseason. The majority of 
leases are signed from April through August. 
Delay your apartment search until the winter 
and you may be in a better position to snag 
a deal. 

“There’s less inventory but you tend to 
have more leverage because fewer people 
are looking,” said Dan Hang, vice president 
of rentals for Zillow Group, which manages 
housing search websites. 

One tactic Hang suggested for those 
looking during the winter: In exchange for 
slightly lower rent, offer to sign an 18 -month 
lease rather than the usual 12 months. That 
way the next time the lease is up for renewal 
it will be during the peak summer season, 
which should appeal to landlords. 

Be prepared. As you’re looking for apart- 
ments, have your paperwork ready including 
a copy of your credit report, recent paystubs 
or an offer letter from your employer, and 


contact information for previous landlords. 

Be ready to put down first and last month’s 
rent, plus a one-month security deposit. 

“Show the property manager or landlord 
that you’re serious and not going to waste 
their time,” Schreck said. “Being organized 
will also signal that you’re a person who is 
likely going to pay rent on time.” 

Know the market. Even though rents are 
rising nationally market conditions will vary 
by city— even neighborhood. 

Developers trying to fill newly constructed 
buildings, for example, might offer one 
month of free rent and other promotions, 
said Ishay Grinberg, founder and president of 
Rental Beast, an apartment search website. 

And to compete, landlords of existing 
buildings nearby may be more willing to keep 
rents steady 

‘A concentration of new inventory can 
help stabilize a market,” Grinberg said. 

Get a co-signer or roommate. To be ap- 
proved for an apartment, you have to show 
you’re a worthy tenant. That generally means 
having a strong credit score, monthly income 
that is three times the monthly rent and 
good references. 

Fail to meet those requirements and you’ll 
likely have to get a guarantor (such as a par- 
ent) to co-sign for the apartment or be will- 
ing to put down a hefty security deposit. 

Keep in mind that a guarantor’s income 
will need to be four to five times the monthly 
rent, rather than just three times. 

“The income has to be higher because 
it’s assumed that guarantors have their own 
housing costs to pay” said Andrew Woo, 
manager of growth strategy at Apartment 
List, an apartment search website. 

The alternative: Get a roommate. 

“Tbu’ll always get a price break on a two- 
bedroom apartment that you split with a 
roommate,” Woo said.

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SIDE EFFECTS OF POT DEBATED AHEAD OF LEGAL MEDICAL MARIJUANA’S ARRIVAL IN ILLINOIS

Depressed, withdrawn and coping with a 
death in the famil}^ Joseph thought getting 
high would help him feel better. 

Instead, he said, his marijuana smoking 
grew into a daily habit that made him paranoid 
and constantly question how others saw him. 
He went days without going home, showering 
or eating much besides potato chips. 

“I always thought {marijuana} would bring 
down my anxiety but it just made it that much 
worse,” the Rockford-area man said. 

One day, after getting so high that he was 
pacing around, alarmed by his own gaunt ap- 
pearance and generally “freaking out,” Joseph 


was taken by his brother to a Rosecrance drug 
treatment center in Rockford, where he en- 
tered an inpatient program. 

Joseph, who asked not to be identified by 
his full name, managed to quit until after he 
finished his high school final exams, but then 
started smoking heavily again. Eventually, 
feeling suicidal, he checked himself back into 
Rosecrance and entered a 12-step program. 
Now 19, he’s still in treatment and said he’s 
been sober for seven months. 

Is marijuana addictive? 

Some pot users dismiss such stories as “Reef- 
er Madness”-style scare tactics. Research 


suggests the vast majority of users don’t get 
addicted, and many quit as they get older. But 
the National Institute on Drug Abuse, based 
on studies from 1994 and 2011, estimated that 
9 percent of users will become dependent— 
a number that can rise significantly for those 
who smoke daily or started as teens. 

How does medkai marijuana 
piay into this? 

Legal marijuana is due to hit the market in 
Illinois in coming weeks, bringing highly 
touted medicinal benefits for a range of con- 
ditions from Tourette’s syndrome to HIV. 
But some addiction specialists also worry that 


the legalization of pot— even just for medical 
uses— could lead to more abuse of the drug. 

One concern is that qualifying patients will 
be able to purchase about an ounce of marijua- 
na a week— roughly 50 joints’ worth— which 
some experts say is enough to form a depen- 
dency 

“I think we’re entering a critical time, be- 
cause it gives people a license to say ‘I’m going 
to use this for a medical reason,’ ” said Linda 
Lewaniak, director of the Center for Addic- 
tion Medicine for Amita Health at Alexian 
Brothers Behavioral Health Hospital in Hoff- 
man Estates. “It opens the door to a lot of po- 
tential abuse.”

Dissecting the 
dangers of pot 

Some advocates and 
researchers are chal- 
lenging such warnings 
about pot’s dangers. 
They point out that its 
rate of dependency is 
far less than that of al- 
cohol, cocaine, heroin 
or nicotine; that the 
symptoms of with- 
drawal are less severe; and that it’s virtually im- 
possible to die from an overdose, according to 
the Institute of Medicine. 

MitcheU Earleywine, a psychology professor 
at the University of Albany is also chairman of 
the board of the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws, which advocates 
for legalizing marijuana. 

He questions the claim that 9 percent of 
marijuana users became addicted, saying that 
if you look more closely at which users have 
serious problems attributed to their marijua- 
na use, the number is about half that much. 
Those who do become addicted can typically 
be treated successfully he said. 

Earleywine also doubts that medical mari- 
juana will lead to increased overall pot abuse. A 
study this year in The Lancet medical journal 
found no increased use among adolescents in 
states that have legalized medical marijuana. 
Another study by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania last year found that states with medical 
marijuana had lower 
rates of overdose 
deaths from prescrip- 
tion painkillers, sug- 
gesting that pot may 
be safer for treating 
chronic pain. 

“It’s not harmless, 
but it’s not the satanic 
weed we grew up be- 
ing told it was,” Ear- 
leywine said. 

Marijuana’s 
side effects 

To those who treat 
drug abusers, cannabis is far from benign. The 
drug can impair short-term memory judgment, 
thinking and driving, and long-term use has 
been associated with problems such as chronic 
coughs and cognitive impairment, according to 
the National Institute on Drug Abuse. 

Craving marijuana is a potential sign of 
a substance use disorder, as defined by the 
American Psychiatric Association, along with 
an inability to stop using or cut back, even 
when it interferes with relationships, work or 
other aspects of life. 

Nationally the use of marijuana— the most 
popular illicit drug— led to more substance 
abuse treatment than any other drug besides al- 
cohol. In Illinois in 2013, there were more than 


8,000 instances of people seeking drug treat- 
ment where pot was the primary substance of 
abuse, according to the US. Substance Abuse 
and Mental Health Services Administration. 
Three-quarters of them were male, and the 
vast majority were younger than 30. 

Those who support further decriminaliza- 
tion assert that most people who seek treat- 
ment were ordered by the courts, schools or 
parents because pot is illegal, not necessarily 
because of abuse or addiction. 

Another measurement of marijuana use has 
caused concern in re- 
cent years. In 2011, the 
most recent year re- 
ported by SAMHSA, 
people who had used 
marijuana accounted 
for about 450,000 
emergency room vis- 
its nationwide. Often, 
they had also used 
other substances or 
simply had pot in their 
systems from earlier 
use. 

In a sampling of 
states that allow medi- 
cal marijuana, there were significant increases 
in ER visits involving cannabis between 2007 
and 2012, according to a study presented last 
year to the American Academy of Addiction 
Psychiatry 

Impact on adolescents 

Addiction counselors continue to warn about 
cannabis’s potential risks, particularly for ado- 
lescents whose minds are still developing and 
who are more prone to poor judgment and ad- 
diction. 

Dr. Thomas Wright is a psychiatrist and 
chief medical officer at Rosecrance. While 
most of Rosecrance’s adult clients are treated 
for alcohol or opiate abuse, most adolescents 


are there for marijuana use. Many are trying to 
self-medicate for conditions like depression or 
anxiety Wright said, though the American Psy- 
chiatry Association’s policy states broadly that 
there is no scientific evidence that marijuana 
benefits any psychiatric condition. 

While pot doesn’t have the same physical 
symptoms of addiction, Wright said it’s often 
combined with alcohol or other substance use, 
amplifying its negative effects. 

The implications of 
pot dosages 

Those who qualify for Illinois’ new medical 
marijuana program should be careful about 
the dosage and their method of ingesting the 
drug, said Dr. Joshua Straus, a psychiatrist 
who treats people with substance abuse prob- 
lems at NorthShore University HealthSystem. 
Modern marijuana strains are much stronger 
than in years past and can be much more con- 
centrated in extracts, such as butane hash oil, 
also known as “dabs,” which reportedly have 
concentrations of THC, the psychoactive in- 
gredient in pot, of up to 80 percent. 

Eating food containing marijuana can also 
lead to taking too much, Straus warned, be- 
cause the drug’s effects come on much more 
slowly than when it’s smoked. And one study 
of West Coast states where medical marijuana 
is legal found wide discrepancies between ac- 
tual THC content and what was stated on 
product labels. 

Straus said he’s seen some heavy marijuana 
smokers experience psychotic episodes. Can- 
nabis has been correlated with psychosis in 
some studies, though it’s not clear whether one 
causes the other. 

Despite his reservations, Straus is open to 
the medical marijuana program. Research has 
shown marijuana to be effective in treating 
pain and improving appetite, and Straus has 
recommended one of his patients for the drug 
after the woman tried numerous other treat-

ments for painful inflammation without suc- 
cess. 

Where are the warning labels 
on medical marijuana? 

Straus worries, though, that when his patient 
picks up her first dose, it won’t include the la- 
bel warnings of potential side effects and drug 
interactions, as is required for federally ap- 
proved drugs. 

“There isn’t an adequate informed consent,” 
he said. “It’s on every other medication. ... It’s a 
big missing piece.” 

Dr. Leslie Mendoza Temple, head of the Il- 
linois Medical Cannabis Advisory Board, ac- 
knowledged the potential dangers, but said pa- 
tients’ doctors should be able to monitor and 
manage them, in light of the potential benefit. 

“It does have a low risk of addiction, but the 
risk is there,” she said. “There are risks to ev- 
erything we do.”

Brendan Reilly (42nd) took steps to 
bar the carts from 31 different stretches of 
sidewalk downtown, among them the popu- 
lar Rush Street restaurant and nightclub dis- 
trict, a portion of LaSalle Street in the Loop 
and parts of Ohio Street and Ontario Street 
on both sides of Michigan Avenue.

The Shedd garden 
contributed about 
8 pounds of cascade 
and centennial hops, 
according to horticul- 
ture manager Christine 
Nye. Though it may 
seem like an unexpect- 
ed partnership, $i from 
each pint ($6) sold at 
the party supports the 
Shedd’s conservation 
and research projects. 

“What I like about 
it is it gets people’s at- 
tention. Beer inspires 
people,” Nye said.

Penguin Hops is sweet and malty on the 
nose with a fresh, floral flavor. It’s a mellow 
beer brewed with non-beer enthusiasts in 
mind, said Revolution head pub brewer Wil 
Turner, who also contributed homegrown 
hops from his Evergreen Park home. “Every- 
one might not all be beer people— I didn’t 
want to make a crazy IPA,” he said. 

This year Revolution produced about 


930 gallons, twice as much as the first year. 
“Twice as much goes to the cause,” Turner said. 

Nye planted the hops in the 1,200 -square- 
foot garden about eight years ago and was ini- 
tially sharing them with homebrewers. Most 
of the plants, including tomatoes, kale and 
cucumber, are grown from heirloom seeds, 
or seeds from plants that have been passed 
down generations to preserve certain flavor 
qualities. This year, the 
Shedd garden donated 
about 1,000 pounds of 
food to Pacific Garden 
Mission homeless shel- 
ter in the South Loop. 

“I like to show peo- 
ple what food looks 
like,” Nye said. “I try to 
bring the garden in line 
with Shedd’s mission 
of conservation.” 

The Penguin Hops 
tasting party at the 
Shedd includes a dis- 
cussion with Turner 
about the brewing pro- 
cess and with a Shedd 
penguin expert about 
the rockhopper pen- 
guin, which the beer is named after. India- 
napolis folk artist Josh Turner and local pop 
group The Hudson Branch will perform at 
the release. 

Can’t make the party? Grab a pint at Rev- 
olution’s brewery and brewpub, where $i 
per pint will be donated to the Shedd. More 
locations are listed at redeyechicago.com/ 
restaurants-bars.
